CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 


Conversion  of  the  privy  midden  system  is  proceeding  very  slowly.  The 
Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment)  Act  1  907,  was  not  in  force  in  the  district  so 
that  conversion  could  be  enforced  only  where  the  accommodation  was  in  a 
defective  condition.  The  new  Public  Health  Act  1936,  gives  power  to  enforce 
conversion  generally,  provided  the  Local  Authority  contribute  to  the  cost. 

There  are  148  houses  where  sewers  are  not  available  or  are  not 
suitable  for  the  installation  of  the  W.C. system.  Nearly  40  per  cent  of  the 
houses  have  the  Y/.C. system  installed  but  it  will  be  noted  that  over  50  per 
cent  are  on  this  system  where  sewers  are  available.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  contract  team  labour  and  the  Council's 
workmen.  There  are  only  a  few  cesspools  in  the  district  and  there  are  no 
special  arrangements  for  cleansing. 

RAG  FLOCK  ACTS  1 9'’ 1  and  19^8. 

There  are  no  premises  in  the  district  whore  rag  flock  is  manufactured, 
used  or  sold. 

MEAT  INSPECTION. 


This  is  carried  out  whenever  possible  at  the  time  of  slaughter.  The 
Meat  Regulations  generally  are  observed. 

SIAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT  1933. 

There  are  three  licenced  slaughtermen  on  the  register.  Bo  contraventions 
of  the  Act  have  boon  found. 

By  a  resolution  of  the  Council  in  1933  in  pursuance  of  section  2  of  the 
Act,  sheep  wore  included  as  animals  to  which  section  1  of  the  iict  applies 
with  respect  to  the  use  of  a  mechanically  operated  stunning  instrument, 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  (ADULTERiiTION)  ACT  1  928. 


Administration  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Council's  Officers  and  the 
following  particulars  have  boon  supplied  respecting  the  samples  taken  for 
analysis 

Milk  3,  General  1  .  No  prosecutions  or  cautions  were  necessary. 
MILK  SUPPLY. 


The  bulk  of  the  supply  is  produced  in  the  district.  The  promises 
generally  have  been  kept  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  A  satisfactory  water 
supply,  principally  from  the  public  supply,  is  available  in  all  cases. 

Veterinary  examination  of  the  dairy  cows  has  boon  carried  out  on  three 
occasions  by  an  Officer  of  the  County  Council. 

Under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  one  cow  found  on  routine  inspection, 
to  bo  affected  with  Tuberculosis  of  the  Udder,  was  dealt  with. 

HOUSING  ACT  1  936.  -  OVERCROWDING  PROVISIONS. 

The  date  of  operation  was  fixed  in  this  area  for  January  1st  1  937.  The 
measuring  of  v^orking  class  houses  in  order  to  ascertain  the  "permitted  number” 
of  persons  is  still  proceeding  as  circumstances  permit. 

This  information  has  to  bo  supplied  upon  application  by  the  landlords 
concerned  so  that  the  requirement  of  the  Act,  with  respect  to  the  insertion 
in  the  rent  books  of  the  "permitted  number”  can  bo  complied  with. 
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Further  details  relating  to  the  Sanitary  Administration  of 
the  district  are  contained  in  Tables  'C*  and  'D'.
